I/AS-VEOAB, N. M., July 28.—Two 


Mexicans dead, several others wounded, 
and two Americans in custody of United 
States troops stationed at this place, is 
the result of what might have been a 
much bloodier riot but for the presence 
of mind of City Marshal Clay in calling 
out the troops so promptly. The oc- 
currence is the outcome of the lynch- 
ing which took place here about four 
months ago, and which the officers 
have since been 
trying to clear

ynching party was Jose Gallegos, a 
noted outlaw, and a warrant for his «ir- 
est \var-; placed in the hands of William 
>eun, of old Las Vegas. Green was 
accompanied by a Mexican, and on 
iVednesda.y evening the two men came 
upon Gallegos in a secluded spot. Gal- 
.egos took refuge behind a large tree 
and drew his weapon in defense, but- 
on account of the trigger catching he 
vas too late in getting the drop on 
reen, who fired upon and wounded 
lira so badly that his death ensued 
Thursday. 


The incident aroused the Mexican 


>eopleinthe old town for revenge, 
and Thursday night several of them, 
irmed with a warrant, entered Green's 
louse on Bridge street, and were met 
by Ely Green, a brother of William. 
While he was parleying with the offi- 
cers his brother entered and was im- 
mediately fired upon by one of the 
Belligerent parties. 
This was the 


ignal for a general fusillade in which 
,he Green brothers poured lead from 
;heir Winchesters into the crowd with 
leadly effect. When the crowd re- 
peated it was found that Juan San- 
doval was dead and several were seri- 
ously wounded. 


The sheriff then mada his appear- 


ance and demanded that the Greens 
.urrender, which they refused to do, 
fearing foul play at the hands of the 
Mexicans. 
City Marshal Clay com- 


manded fhe use of tho telephone to 
call United States troops stationed at 
East Las Vegas, and the call was re- 
sponded to in double-quick time by 
Lieut. Crawford and a detachment of 
th« tenth infantry. With fixed bayo- 
nets they surrounded the besieged 
house, and, after a spirited consulta- 
tion with the Greens, now heavily 
armed, the agreement was arrived al 
to take the Green brothers to military 
headquarters until safety could be as- 
sured. They are now being closely and 
heavily guarded, and the governor has 
been telegraphed for. 


While this disturbance was going on 


the Mexicans secured the Mexican who 
was with the Greens when the shoot- 
ing of Gallegos was done, and dragged 
him to jail in the old town. The com- 
manding officer demanded the posse's- 
sion of him also, but was refused by 
the sheriff and hi* posse, at whicl; 
.Lieut. Crawford told them he would 
Tiold the sheriff responsive fcr the 
safety and delivery of the Mexican to 
him in the morning. Excitement is at 
fever heat, and it is not improbable 
that a lynching or another violent out- 
break may occur.

Useless Investigation. 


St Louis Globe-Democrat: Judge 


Trumbull declines to serve as a member 
of the Federal commission to investigate 
the recent strike, for the reason, as he 
significantly declares, that the trouble 
is over, and there is nothing left to in- 
vestigate. That is to say the law au- 
thorizitag the appointment of such com 
missioners limits their investigations to 
pending controversies, and there is now 
no controversy pending between the 
railroads and their employes. In fact, 
there was no such controversy, properly 
speaking. The strikers did not at any 
time have a quarrel with the railroads 
in the sense contemplated by the law. 
In so far as there was a dispute about 
wages, it related entirely to the Pullman 
company and its employes, and that 
company, as Judge Trumbull might 
have pointed out, does not come under 
the jurisdiction of the commission. It 
is a private corporation, having nothing 
to do with -inter-state commerce, a%d 
therefore 
not' being 
subject 
to 


Federal supervision or investigation. 
The 
strike on the 
part 
of 
the 


railroad employes was, of the sjra 
pathetic order, which implies the ab- 
sence of a direct grievance, or of any 
issue that can be adjusted by the parties 
immediately concerned. It was not at 
any time in the power of the railroads 
to stop the strike. 
They were the 


blameless victims of circumstancis, and 
could only wait for the circumstances to 
change. 


It is impossible to see, therefore, how 


the commission that President Cleveland 
has appointed can render any profitable 
service. The most that it can do is to 
collect and report information that is 
'already familiar with the country, and 
ihat does not present any opportunity of 
arbitration or other form of Federal in- 
terference. There is no question to be 
derided, no case to be tried. The condi- 
tions of an existing contest between 
employer and employes is wanting; 
and where there are no such condi 
tions, the law is not applicable. If 
the commissioners undertake to in- 
vestigate the affairs of the Pullman 
company, they 
will 
be 
informed 


that the law does not give them such* 
authority, and that they will have fo 
look elsewhere for a chance to carry out 
the purposes of their appointment. 
Judge Trumbull is a man of large legal 
and legislative experience, and hence 
understands at a glance that nothing 
definite or beneficial can be accomplished 
by a commission thus restricted in its 
operations. 
The trouble which is a* 


eigned as a cause for the proposed in- 
vestigation has disappeared, as he says*

"I hare not had the opportunity of 


seeing Dr. Wilberforce .Smith's commn 
nication, but. the number of case* ex- 
amined in thin particular instance (ten 
Sioux Indian*) would hardly 'be sum 
' 
efeat to draw conclusions from; and 
ewsu In these ton cases all the teeth 
•were not examined. I think, however, 
It has been sufficiently proved by sev- 


', eral careful investigations that caries 


of the teeth is not a purely modern 
disease and is not entirely confined to 
civilized races 
My father, in a com- 


aumication to the Odontolqgical soci- 
ety in 1870 brought together the re- 
sAlts of an inquiry "extending over 
more than ten years, in which he ex- 
amined over 2.000 skulls, including all 
the available collections in 
Great 


Britain, and his conclusions as to the 
prevalence of dental caries differ very 
considerably from those of the writer 
of this letter. 


"Among thirty-six skulls of ancient 


Egyptians he found caiies in fifteen 
(41.(W> per cent.), in twenty-six Anglo- 
Saxon skulls he found twelve cases' 
(15.78 per cent.), among 143 skulls of 
Bomano-Iiritons there were forty-one 
cases (28.07 per cent.), while among 
forty-four miscellaneous skulls of an- 
cient Britons 204.1 per cent, shewed 
carious teeth. Hereral other collections 
gave similar results; 


"Again, with regard tt» savage races, 


among the Tasmanians 27.7 per cent, of 
carles w~s found, among native Aus- 
tralians 20.45 per cent., among East 
African skulls 24.24 per cent., and 
among those of West African natives 
27.0«. Similar results were obtained 
on the examination of skulls of many 
other races, but I think I have quoted 
figures sufficient to prove that caries is 


• not confined to civilized races or to 


modern times. 


"It is quite comprehensible that ex- 


cessive nerve strain, especially by 
affecting vascular supply, may lead to 
imperfect nutrition during th<jVieve)op- 
ment of the Weth. and we know that 
the diseases of early childhood have a 
very marked effect upon tooth struc- 
ture, Indicated by the ridged and de- 
fective teeth so frequently seen, and it 
seems quite possible that too early 
stimulus of the brain in childhood may 
have a similar effect on forming teefli. 
It is very difficult, however, to under- 
stand how nerve strain can have any 
direct effect upon fully formed teeth, 
and we should. I think, look for the 
explanation ,of the cases referred to in 
[some vitiated condition of 'thefluids of 


month, caused by the depressed 
ditlon of health so common among 


Hospital nurses. 


I "There is little doubt that an open- 
Ur life and healthy surroundings en- 


urage the formation of sound teeth 


, a sound body: but I cannot but 
think that the principal cause of caries 
must be looked for in the food. It is 
plainly shown by many investigators, 
and in the paper above referred to, 
that

rare 
among 


peoples 
who 
subsist 
principally 


upon animal food: the 
Esquimaux 


showed, among sixty-nine skulls, only 
two cases of caries, and the largest 
amount of disease was found among 
those races who lived upon a mixed or 


J ^exclusively vegetable diet. These re- 


sults are, of course, easily understood 


• under the more accurate knowledge 


which we now possess of the immedi- 
ate' cause of dental caries. 


,. x "As to thg'reUAive frequency with 


which different teeth are affected, I 
think statistics plainly show that it is 


* the first molar tooth of the lower jaw 


which is ntost prone to decay of any 
.tooth in the series, and most authori- 
ties consider the second lower molar as 


• the next In order: with these two ex- 
ceptions, Ihe upper are more frequently 
diseased thaa the lower teeth. This 
would, however, not affect the argu- 
ment, as the lower molars are of course 
also supplied by the fifth nerve. 


"Structural defects, due,to inherited 


weakness or imperfect nutrition dur- 
ing the development of the teeth, com- 
Mnad with the rise of itoft cooked food, 
which is long retained in contact with 
them, and is of a nature eminently 
suitable for fermentation, give us, I 
think, the principal factors of decay 
among civilized races.

ORANGEMEN IN COUNCIL. 


Meeting of the English Grand I.o<l|te In 


Westminster Tojvn Hall. 


LONDON, July 28 —The triennial two 


days1 sittings of the English Grand 
Lodge of Orangemen was opened on 
Wednesday in the- Westminster town 
hall. 
Forty-nine delegates, repre- 


senting' the United Kingdom, headed 
by Col. Thomas Waring, M. P., grand 
master of the English grand lodge, 
were present. 
Among the colonial 


delegates were Mr. Clark Wallace, 
grand master of the lodge of British 
Columbia; Mr. J. L. Hughes, grand 
master of Ontario 
(west), and Mr. 


Simon Fraser, grand master of Vic- 
toria and delegate from Victoria to 
the recent intercolonial conference in 
Ottawa. 


Maj. Sanderson, M. P , delivered a 


speech of welcome to the delegates, 
congratulating them on the success of 
their efforts during the past eight 
years in opposing the destruction of 
the-unity of the empire. 


At the concluding banqnet Delegate 


Pitts, of Canada, proposed the charter 
toast to "The Glorious Memory of ^il 
liam III" In the course of his re- 
marks he said that the Dominion of 
Canada had6 ,000,000 Protestants and 
thousands of Orangemen. The toast 
was drunk in silence, the company 
standing. 


Delegate Gass, of Nova Scotia, pro- 


posed a toast to Mr. Clarke Wallace, 
who, in his reply, commented on the 
progress of Canadian enterprise. The 
Ottawa conference, he said, had shown 
that the colonies preferred preferen- 
tial relations with all parts of the em- 
pire. The men of the dominion would 
do all in their power to maintain the 
integrity of the empire. [Cheers.] 


Delegate Hnghes, in toasting* parlia- 


ment, expressed the hope that while 
the house of commons wonld be made 
as democratic as possible, the house of 
lords wonld be kept as a balance, pre- 
venting temporary absurdities from 
becoming law. 


Thursday, with Delegate Wallace in 


the chair pf the <xranci£ resolutions 
were adopted approving, the rejection 
of the home rule bill by the house of 
lords, and expressing a trust that 
Orangemen wonld continue active in 
defense of the unity of the empire. 
Other resolutions of a. similar charac- 
ter were approved and the sitting* con- 
cluded with the singing* of the na- 
tional anthem.
